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armed men farvished by the Stiles Detective 
Agency, went over from St. Louis and im me- 
diately began laying the track. the distance to 
be laid being 1,200 feet. The workmen were 
wperintended by Charles Sharman, Superin- 
tendent of the road. 

VIOLENT OPPOSITION WAS ANTICIPATED 
from Mayor Bowman, who, a short time ago, 
obtained an tnjunction against the laying of the 
track, and who now claims that the injunction 
was practically declated by the courts to be per- 
petual. The colored men proceeded at once to 
work in gangs, and cafried each section along 
from the cars and laid them in ‘their 
respective places on the road. Over a block 
was laid without difficulty to Main street. As 


the construction train bearing the material and 


men approached, a watchman who had been 
stationed by the Mayor at the terminus espied 
them and immediately set off in the direction 
of the Market House. By the time the track 
was laid to Main street several Deputy-Marshais 
were on the scene, and the Mayor's Private 
Secretary, Sexton. Two more sections were 
laid just beyond Main street, when 
MAYOR BOWMAN 
and his son Frank were seen rapidly approaching 
in abuggy. Bowman drove along Main, and, 
turning round on Railroad street, drew up his 
buggy justin front of the last section that had 
been laid. Then, in a loud voice, he command- 
ed the mento desist laying the track any fur- 
ther, telling them that he was Mayor of the 
city, and that the courts had granted a perpet- 
ual injunction against it. This Supt. 
Sharman denied, and told the Mayor that unless 
he withdrew main force would be used. To 
this the Mayor emphatically A Let 
any man dare touch this buggy at the peril of 
his life,“ and, grasping the whip at the end, 
prepared to use it as a club, By this time 
QUITE A GROWD 
of East St. Louisans were on the ground, and 
a great commotion ensued. Shouting, yelling, 
and violent gesticulations were in order. The 
Mayor’s party defied the others to proceed. 
Mr. Sharman called upon Capt. Bricker and his 
thirty men to forcibly remove the Mayor’s 
buggy. An attempt was made, but the Mayor’s 
Marshals came to the rescue. All was now ex- 
citement. Joe Alborn, a Deputy, and another 
man, ran wildiy through the crowd with their 
loaded revolvers drawn, flourishing them in mid- 
air, and threatening to kill any one who should 
dare to proceed with the work. The Mayor 
ordered them to put their revolvers out of sight, 
and they obeyed. 
THE EXCITEMENT WAS INTENSE, 
and the crowd had largely increased. The 
thirty men and Capt. Bricker were somewhat 
daunted by Mayor Bowman, who stood in his 
buggy ordering the laborers to desist. The 
colored men, howeveg, continued to bring along 
a section, when they were peremptorilv ordered 
to drop it. Supt. Sherman ordered them to pro- 
ceed, but the colored men were intimidated, 
dropped their burden, and retreated towards 
the cars, Jubilant shouts rent the air on the 
part of the East St. Louisans, and in a moment 
everything was in an uproar. ‘* Remove the 
tracks!“ Burn em!“ “ Burn em!“ “Tear 
em up!” was yelled vociferousiy by the excited 
crowd.

Alter they had laid 200 feet ot track, 
Mayor Bowman appeared on ghe ground with 
his Deputy Marshais and commanded the track- 
layers to desist, or continue at their peril. The 
negroes, under the peremptory command of the 
Mayor and the show of force at his back, re- 
treated. The work closed, notwithstanding 
Supt. Sharman, of the railway Company, insist- 
ed he had a right to proceed with the work and 
connect his road with the bridge track. 

A LARGE CROWD OF PEOPLE 
gathered, the most of whom were opposed to 
the laying of the track, and during the excite- 
ment which prevailed they tore upthe track 
and, it is said, destroyed seme of the Company’s 
property.

A BATTLE 
BOTWEEN THE OLD FACTIONS. 

Sr. Lovurs, July 23.—The Bowmanites and 
Widerites of East St. Louis again locked horns 
this afternoon about 6 o’clock, and considerabie 
blood was spiiled, but as yet none of the 
wounded have died, and no one has been re- 
ported killed. As usual the town is full of wild 
rumors, and each individual has a differ- 
ent story to tell concerning the battle. 
The Bowmanites say the Widerites fired 
the first shot, and the Widerites, or 
Metropolitans, say the Deputy Marshals were 
the aggressors. At any mate, as near as can be 
ascertained, a flerce battle was waged between 
the two factions, lasting about three-quarters 
ofan hour, during which 

MORE THAN ONE HUNDRED SHOTS 
were fired, and some five orsix persons wounded. 
The shots were fired from the respective head- 
quarters of each party. It will be remembered 


that the Deputy Marshals, who con- 
stitute the military of the Bowman 
party, are stationed at the market-house, 


which fronts on Main street. Their headquar- 
ters are in a room in front of the building upon 
the ground-floor, and, diagonally across the 
street, about seventy or 100 vards distant, is 
the engine-houge, where the Metropolitan Po- 
lice, the warriors of the Widerites, are sta- 
tioned. ‘The fight was opened on the corner of 
Main and Broadway, about two blocks distant 
rom the market-house, where about ten shots 
were fired, and 
TWO PERSONS WOUNDED, 

after which the two partiesadjourned to their 
respective headquarters, and the firing from one 
house to the other began. The first difficulty 
is said to have originated from the attempt of 
one of the Metropolitans to arrest a drunken 
Bowmanite. At first therewasa quarrel, and 
several blows were exchanged, and, as the back- 


ers on both sides congregated, pistols 
were drawn . and shots exchanged. At 
the first fire Lieut. O'Neil, of the 


Metropolitans, fell with a dangerous wound in 
the hip, and Bob Russell a Bowmanite, was 
wounded in the groin. After an exchange of 
shots both sides scattered and retired to their 
buildings, and, soon after, they began firing at 
each other through the open windows.

Sometime duriag the 
session of the Twenty-ninth General Assembly, 
in the winter of 1877, John H. Terry, of this 
city, who was the Chairman of the Senate Ways 
and Means Committee, introduced a resolution 
requiring State-ireasurer Gates to publish a 
statement as to the whereabouts and condition 
of the State moncys, in accordance with the 
fifteenth and sixteenth sections of Art. 10 of 
the Constitution, as above quoted. Col. 
Gates and the Governor up to that time had 
totally ignored these provisions tue Consti- 
tution, and no statement had been made by the 
Treasurer. The resolution of Senator Terry 
created a seasation. It was referred to the 
Attorney-General. He gaye an opinion that 
the constitutional provision was not self- 
operative, and that Col. Gates need not comply 
with the demand. Thus the matter ended. A 
similar view of the constitutional provision, 
it will be remembered, has been taken 
in a late decision of the Supreme Court 
of Missouri. Senator Terry was disposed 
to proceed to a law enforcing 
the provision, but the thing was smothered up. 
The Governor was consulted, but said he had 
no power to act. It was said confidentially that 
it would not do to force the provision; that, if 
it was done, Treasurer Gates would go to the 
Penitentiary. It is a well-known fact that, 
while the salary of the State Treasurer is only 
$3,000 a year, a four years’ tenure of this office 
invariably enriches the holder. During that 
period sums aggregating $10,000,000 
pass through the hands the Trea- 
surer, and, by defying the constitutional 
provisions which require a specific disposition of 
the State’s money in a manner that will bring 
interest revenue to the State, itis easy to see 
how the Treasurer and a few banking friends 
can grow wealthy by lending out the public fuads 
and pocketing the interest. Still more sensa- 
tional developments are promised, aud it is 
confidently asserted that other glaring irregu- e 
larities will be unearthed in the Treasurer’s 
office.

State be —— as are those of other States, 
by the legal regulation of freight and passenger 
tariffs on all railroads within our borders, and 
to make the receipt or offer of free passes or 
passage, or Other favor or valuable considera- 
tion by or from any corporation to State officers, 
or members of the Legislatute, a criminal of- 
fense. It is to such measures of evidently 
needed reform and apparent justice that we 
should address ourselves. 

We believe that North Carolina is Republican 
by a good majority upon a fair ballot; and rec 
ommend the utmost vigilance in all matters 
connected with registration, the election, and 
the preparation and forwarding of returns 
thereof, especially in those counties where fraud 
prevailed to such an alarming extent in 1876. 
Examine the books of registration: see that the 
dead are placed beyond the hope of resurrection 
for political purposes; the living restricted to 
one vote each; and the boys compeiled to await 
the constitutional period odefore exercising the 
right of suffrage. 

Fraud cannot long be successful against vigi- 
lance and manly determination; nor can wrong 
for any great period triumph over right. The 
Republican party in North Carolina is as vigor- 
ous and as hopeful to-day as it was ic 1876; it 
cannot and will not die, so long as the Demo- 
cratic party seeks to subvert the rights of our 
people, to centralize the State Government, and 
to control the domestic affairs of ever county by 
a party caucus to be held at Raleich. 4

SOUTH CAROLINA. 
Correspondence New York Times. 

Beavrort, 8. C., July 16.—The Raleigh cor- 
respondent of the Times has lately called public 
attention to the extreme to which partisan 
meanness has carried Democratic legislation in 
framing the Election law in North Carolina. 
But it must not be supposed that their brethren 
in the Palmetto State are at all deficient in pro- 
viding means for overeoming the great majority 
which would natural be cast for candidates of 
the Republican party in South Carolina were a 


fair and untrammeled ballot permitted. There 
has been no registration of voters in this State 
since that accomplished. under Gen. Canby’'s 
order at the reconstruction period in 1567, al- 
though while the Republicans were in power the 
Democrats were forever howling on account 
of the failure of the Legislature to pass a law 
requiring registration to be had at stated pe- 
riods. Since their own revolutionary accession 
to power, however, they have seemingly forgot- 
ten all about the importance of the measure, 
but have hit upon a means of suppressing Re- 
publican votes as devilishly ingenious as it is 
utterly at variance with the principles of repub- 
lican government. 

At the recent session of the General Assem- 
My, the law regulating the polling precincts in 
the several counties of the State was so amend- 
ed as to increase the number of voting pre- 
cincts in Democratic counties, and to reduce 
them in Republican counties. Beaufort County 
having been cut in twain with the view of mak- 
ing the upper portion—now called Hampton 
County—fail a prev to the Democracy by the 
adoption of the Mississippi plan within its 
limits, the lower portion, stili known as Bean- 
fort, would be strongly Republican and would 
1 aid in the election of a Republican mem- 

r of Congress. In order to stifle the voice of 
the people, the means of expressing their polit- 
ical preferences must be denied tuem, and the 
number of voting precincts has accordingly been 
reduced in this county from eighteen to nine, 
leaving some of the polling-places twenty-five 
miles apart. When it is considered that this 
county embraces many of the islands on the 
coast, surrounded by the winding estuaries of 
the sea, it will be seen that the additional hard- 
ship of crossing wide and swiftly running 
streams is added to the increased distance to be 
traveled by the citizen who wishes to exercise 
the right to vote. On the other hand, in the 
Democratic County of Spartanburg, the area and 
pobulation of which are just about the same as 
those of Beaufort, the Legislature bas increased 
the number of polling-precincta from twenty-six 
to thirty. There is po pretense that the reduc- 
tions are made for the sake of economy, for the 
officers of election receive no compensation. 

That the attempt is to be made to carry 
Hampton County under the “ Mississippi plan 
is apparent from the fact that it was openly an- 
nounced a few weeks ago by James W. Moore, 
the Democratic nominee for State Senator. that 
no Republican speakers from the lower portion 
of the old county were_to be permitted to par- 
ticipate in the approaching canvass. It is, 
goubtless, in consequence of the existence of 
this state of affairs that posse of the Republican 
leaders think it unadvisable to make nomina- 
tions for State officers, indulging in the hope 
that the Republican tickets bearing the name of 
Hampton may secure a fairer count for Repub- 
licans who may be candidates for other offices 
on the same ballot.

THE ANNEXATION FUROR. 

Roms, July 23.—Telegrams from Genoa, Fa- 
lermo, Brescia, Pavia, Reggio de Emina, Turin, 
Pistoja, and Ferrara describe meetings in those 
cities yesterday in favor of “ Itajia Irredenta 
as “large and enthustastie.“ Resolutions of 
the character passed at Naples Sundav and at 
the Paliteama Theatre yesterday were voted.

NEWSPAPER OPINION. 

Moderate Liberals attribute the demonstra- 
tion to Ultramontane fnfluences. The Liberata 
observes that the attempted demonstration did 
not have the results hoped for by its imprudent, 
fanatical promoters, in consequence of the calm 
and dignified attitude of the population. 

La Capitale regrets the demonstration, which, 
it fears, was ed either by some thought- 
less individuals by the agents of tbose 
desirous of stirring up agitation in Italy.

“The Government is fully alive to its duties 
and obligations toward a friendly Power, and is 
determined to act up to them. A system of 
overt friendship and latent conspiracy may suit 
weak Governments, which have all to gain and 
nothing to lose by an adventurous policy, but 
between great States there can only exist either 
open friendship or open hostility. It would be 
an act of periidy to east upon the Government 
the responsibility for the agitation which is, ina 
great measure, especially directed against it- 
self.“ The article coneludes by exp deep 
regret at the present sgitation.

WEEKHY REVIEW. 

Lowpon, July B. Tue Mark Lane Express 
says: The crops are ripening rapidly under 
a brilliant sunshine. A continuance of such 
weather as we are now experiencing will go far 
to repair the injury by prolonged floods in 
May, except where the rain is needed, but to 
judge from the badly filled wheat ears which 
are to be seen in many parte of the country, 
the yield in these districts will scarcely come up 
to the average.

Millers supplied 
their wants so freely during the pre- 
vious week that the decreased demand 
for consumption has been barely sufficient to 
support the late improvement.

Boston, July 23.—it is stated that much of 
the Boston Belting Company's paper held by 
the Boston banks is indorsed by responsible 
parties, and is good without the Company's iu- 
dorsement. 

It u estimated that about $300,000 is the 
amount of the Boston Belting Company's in- 
dividual promises, held by the banks mainly. 

John G. Tappan, the Treasurer, has turned 
over considerable property. Tappan, in add- 
tion to being the Treasurer of the Belting Com- 
pany, was the President of McKillop & Sprague’s 
Commercial Agency, of New York, and ts said 
to be largely interested in the Merriam Packing 
Company, of Texas. He is also a partoer in 
the firm of J. E. Tappan & Co., successors to 
Kelvert & Tappan, which has met with heavy 
losses for a small concern. 

They are Boston agents for the Packing Com- 
pany, and the two concerns had absorbed a 
large proportion of the misappropriated funds, 
together with the money which Tappan raised 
on his individual responsibility. 

The ex-Treasurer is also said to be heavily in- 
volved iu real-estate transactions that have al- 
most invariably resulted in loss. 

It is further stated that the property trans- 
ferred by him tothe Boston Belting Company 
to secure it against loss is composed in good 
part of the stock of the New York Commercial 
Agency and the Texas concern, and of almost 
worthless real-estate securities. 

John 8. Tappan to-day declared the main 
statements published regarding his business 
affairs absolutely and unqualifiedly false. Re- 
ferring to the sum of liabilities oceasioned by 
his losses, be said that it was out of all propor- 
tion: that mo suck obligations bad been 
incurred. His losses had been heavy, but he 
could say nothing further than that he made 
over to the Company all his property to secure 
thé stockholders, being of value more or less 
than the obligations. He said it would be a 
long statement that would make clear to the 
public the relations between himself and the 
Company, and that he was neither prepared nor 
disposed to make.

Tappan had private

A meeting of the Committee to investigate 
the affairs of the suspended Boston Belting 
Company was held this afternoon.

AT FIFTEEN PACES. 


How a Couple of Cincinnati Bloods Settled 
a Difficulty. 
(Mncinnati Enquirer, July 21. 

Early on the morning of the Fourth of July. 
while the more staid citizens were stili enjoyiug 
their morning slumbers, and only the small boy 
whose thoughts on that day run to fire-crackers 
and toy-pistols was yet upon the streets, a car- 
riage, containing four young men well known in 
the East End, was driven burriedly up Broad- 
way, out on the road toward Mt. Lookout, and 
a little beyond that beautiful suburb disappear- 
ed in the thick woods. A few minutes later 
there were heard two pistol-shote from the 
thicket where they had disappeared, and then 
the carriage with the same party, one of them 
wounded and bleeding, emerged aud was driven 
rapidly again toward the city. 

That was all there was of it tothe ordinary 
beholder, but to those in the carriage it meant 
a duel, a real, genuine duel, with seconds and 
pistols, and powder and bali,—so genuine that 
one of the priwcipals had come fro.a the “field 
ef honor wounded from bis antagonist’s shot. 

The parties in this very interesting affair are 
two voun men well knownin the East End, 
Dr. William Aubery, son of the well-known 
Fourth street artist of that name, and Herr 
Adolph Flumer, late of Germany, but now con- 
nected with the Ciucmpati brass-works. Dr. 
Aubery, who resides with his father at 461 
Broadway, is very well known, and very popu- 
lar in the city, a leader of a church choir in 
Mount Aubara, very handsome, and of picasaut 
address, and as aresult a great favorite with, 
the ladies of his acquaintance. Herr Flumer, 
whose name is given in the directory as 
„Flume.“ is described as a bright voung fellow, 
a German student, with all the ideas peculiar to 
his early schooling, and also fond of the suciety 
of ladies. His residence is near tbat of Aubery, 
No. 468 Broadway, but à door further up the 
street. The seconds were a pair ot well-known 
young men, also residents of the immediate 
neighborhood. 

he young lady in the case, for there was one, 
of course, is a daughter of Mr. C. Floto, of the 
business house of lraber.& Auberv. No. 5 Pub- 
lic Landing. Mr. Fleto also resides on Broad- 
way, a couple of doors below Dr. Auberv's 
home, and is the happy father of two charmiag 
daughters, whose beauty and intelligence ren- 
der them exceedingly popularin their circle ot 
social acquaintances. Between these and Dr. 
Aubery and Herr Flumer there had existed a 
warm friendship, vaturally growing out of their 
near residence aud family and society relations,. 
until both had become trequent visitors at the 
Louse, one payiog bis addresses to the elder 
daughter, aud the other to the younger. They 
are described as beautiful blondes of the purest 
type, with luxuriaut golden hair, large blue 
eves, petite figures, aud general favorites with 
their acquaintances everywhere. 

The cause of the duel is not definitely stated 
by the young men themselves, they having mu- 
tually agreed to suppress details of their quar- 
rel from even their most intimate friends, the 
seconds who accompanied them upon the field 
of bonor. It is understood, however, that it 
grew out of some remarks accidentaliy dropped 
regarding one of the young ladies, evidently 
with no intentional disrespect, but which to the 
heated imag mation of the lover was construed 
into an offeuse, This led to some dispute, 
which grew in magnitude and violence, until at 
length the challenge was given by young 
Flumer, and, after some hesitation, accepted by 
the Doctor, who, being of French extraction 
and a crack shot with the pistol, was not espe- 
cially averse to a little amusement of this sort. 
The challenge in this case does not seem to have 
been sent bya mutual friend,“ but to have 
been persoually served by the challenger, prob- 
ably in the beat of altercation, but had practi- 
cally the same effect as though served in the 
usual manner, 

Ine weapons chosen were Colt’s six-shooting 
pistols, No. 32 calibre, of the cartridge-loading 
sort, Aubery’s second having first proposed the 
old-fashioned navy pistols, which load with 
pent cartridges and caps, which were refused by 

lumer. An unsuccessful effort was made to 
obtain dueling pistols, after which the Colt’s 
revolvers were taken. For several days before 
the duei occurred the principals were engaged 
in practice with their pew weapons. Aubery is 
an excellent shot. and it was believed would be 
able to lay out his antagonist very readily when 
the time came, lamer not distinguishing him- 
self very promineatiy in the practice games. 
The pistols had been purchased especially for 
the purpose of one of the leading gun dealers in 
the city, and were considered of the best. 

Everything being arranged, the parties on the 
morning of the Fourth bade adieu to their 
friends, the iovers having taken an affectionate 
farewell of their sweethearts on the preceding 
evening, the trouble, its causes, and promised 
result being known to them, and they strag- 
gline earnestly, be it said to their credit, to 
prevent the prumised hostilities takiog piace. 
A doudle-seated carriage had been provided for 
the seconds, aud the whole party, to avoid sus- 
piciou, rode out to the battle- feld together, the 
principals occupying a seat together on the way. 
No surgeon was taken with the party, both the 
seconds having considerable surgical know 
edge. Probes, plasters, bandages, lint, and 
everything necessary to use “in case anything 
should occur, were taken along, and every 
precaution possible taken. To the very few 
who were in the secret of the proposed duel 
there had been distributed word that the 
‘affair’? would occur near Latonia Springs 
House, back of Covington. and, thev having 
thus been thrown off thetrue scent, the party 
managed to get out of town without 
molestation. They drove rapidly to Mount 
Lookout, and taking the road toward Oakley 
turned off about bali way between those places, 
takte a mud road into the thick woods of 
that section. On the way the carriage stuck in 
the mud, but was finally pulled out, and a spot 
near by, well shaded and out of sicht of ail 
ene or dwellers of that section, was se- 
ected. Dr. Aubery’s second had favored a dis- 
tance of ten paces, but Flumer objected to so 
short range, saying that both would sureiy be 
killed. Fiumer favored twenty paces, out the 
other party would not hear to it, and finally 
they compromised onJfiiteen.

The Eminent English Astronomer Comes to 
America to See the Eclipse. 
Nao York Tribune, July 19. 

The steamship Baltic passed through the 
Narrows last evening. Among the passengers 
were Mr. J. Norman Lockyer, the celebrated 
English astronomer, and editor of the scientific 
weekly, Nature ; and Mr. W. Fraser Rea, of the 
London press, The object of their visit at this 
time is to witness the coming solar cclipse, so 
near at hand that they Will find it necessary to 
depart for Denver by the Pennsylvania Railroad 
at 7 o’ciock this evening. This is Mr. Lockyer’s 


first visit to America, a Visit which would have 
been postponed owing to a bereavement, if bis 
acientitic ardor would have permitted him to 
forego the special opportunities for solar obser- 
vations which this eclipse is expected to ‘afford. 
As it is, his stay will be limited to two months. 

Mr. Lockyer. who ts & Fellow of the Royal 
Society and Corresponding Member of the In- 
stitute of France, has his own private observa- 
tory at his residence ip Kensington, and for ten 
years has led the English astronomical cxpe- 
ditions. The remainder of the British party 
preceded bim a week ago, on the Britannic, and 
consists of Dr. Schuster, leader of the eclipse 
party to Siam iu 18%5;.Prof. Sharpe, F. R. 8., 
of the Yorkshire Coll of Science; and Mr. 
Penrose, a devoted student of science, and at 
present Survevor of St. Paul's.“ an office for- 
merly beld by Sir Christopher Wren, and one 
or two assistants. Mr. Fraser Rea, well known 
by his recent books, “Columbia and Canada.“ 
and Westward by Rail,” aod other works, 
including his trans! of M. Taine’s Eu- 
glish Notes,“ is a literary associate of Mr. 
Lockyer, and, in atcOmpanying the party, 
will gather material for several letters and fur 
an additional chapter to his Columbia and 
Canada. This expedition is vate, and at 
their individual expense, the British Govern- 
ment not being directly concerned. They ho 
to join one of the several American expedi- 
tions, but which one has: not yet been deter- 
mined. 

Mr. Lockyer said his present purpose was to 
go straigut to Denver and open communication 
with the American parties. He had already 
been in communication with Dr. Youmans and 
Mr. Rutherford, in the hope of being abie to get 
some photographic assistance for his observa- 
tions. He bad brought over some of the new 
collodion prepared by Capt. Abney, which, with 
good luck, would enable them to obtain a pho- 
tograph of the red ena of the solar spectrum 
for the tirst time during an eclipse. 
But independently of that, his special 
work, be said, was to compare the solar 
corona at the minimum sun spot period 
with the corona at tac maximum suu-spot peri- 
od, the latter being observed by him in India in 
1871. He wishes, further, to see il it is possible 
to trace in the outer corona any indications of 
the existense of other ehemical elements than 
those known to exist further down. He also 
hopes to determine the exact position of the 
bricht line in the Prominences, which was ob- 
served in 1875, but the exact position of which 
could not thea be determined. He had left 
home with very little preparation, baving made 
up his mind to come at che last moment. And 
ove of the chief things winch induced him to 
come was the hope oi having time enough to 
observe the various arrangements made by the 
American astronomers. for whose scientitic at- 
tainments and methods he had the hignest 
respect. 

Mr. Lockyer brings au arrangement for tak- 
ing pootographs of tne blue end as well as the 
red et d of tue solar spectrum, aud a new form 
of the spectroscope, which apolies Mr. Ruther- 
ford’s diffraction gratings for the first time. 
He cntertains the greatest hopes of the success 
of an application of these gratings. He had 
communicated to Prof. Newcomb and others a 
plan for using the gratings, and hoped it would 
be adopted by them. He could not apply the 
gratings himself. being without an equatorial 
telescope. 

As a general result ‘of onservations of this 
ecliose he thinks that astrouomers will know 
much more about the sun’s atmosphere, both as 
to its changes at maxim um and winimum periods 
of solar activity and as to its chemical coustitu- 
ents. When be went to India in 1871, the total- 
ity, or length of time for observations, was 120 
seconds. This time the totality will be 170 sec- 
onds, au advantage of more than a third in 
point of time. In India the greatest beight at 
which the observations were taken was 7,000 
feet. He supposes that higher altitudes will be 
found available in Colorado. The best obser- 
vations are obtained in a rarefied atmosphere, 
and tae more rare the atmosphere the lesser 
will be the terrestrial corona, which is always 
superposed upon the solar corona. This two- 
faced nathre of the corona was shown by Dr. 
Gould’s observations in 1899. Mr. Lockyer is 
provided with Hayden’s map of the survey of 


the forty-uinth parallel, which be calls the fin- 
est geological maps obtaivabie.

Confederate War Records. 


The ex-Confederate General, Marcus J. 
Wright, of Tennessee, who has been engage 
* the Seeretary of War to collect Confederate 

ar records, has begun his work by u very er- 
tensive correspondence with ex-Confederate 
officers all through the South, requesting them 
to collect documents, or information which will 
lead to the procurement of records and doca- 
meuts, held by private individuais. The objcet 
is to preserve the records of the War in com- 
plete form for the benefit of history. 
In the Federal army all reports of bat- 
ties, orders issued, plans, etc., were scut 
to beadquarters, and forwarded to the 
War Department; but on the Coniederate side, 
where communication With headquarters and 
the War Department was often cut off. and 
where armies and commands were separated, mauy 
repurts, orders, aud réeerd gwere retained by the 
mintary officers. The purpose is to collect all 
pavers bearing upou.the War and its conduct 
which are now in the possession of Confederate 
officers and their families. Many of these doé- 
uments are held as sacred reiies by the familias 
of Southern military leaders, and where persous 
wish to preserve the originals the Departme ut 
binds itself to return them as soon as copies can 
be made. This material is to be printed in 


pamphlet form for preservation, and copies of - 


the pamphiets are to be stored in nineteen dif- 
ferent houses in order to insure the safety of 
the data. 


Labor and Cost of Living in Scotland. 
Banks, Their Issae and Amount of Cap- 
ital. 

Mr. Samuel F. Cooper, United States Consul 
at Glasgow. trausmits to the Department of 
State a report on trade in Scotiand, from which 
the following extracts have been made: ** Wages 
are steadily declining. Laborers receive from 
50 to 75 cents a day; miners, 8 to 12 cents an 
hour; mechanics, $7 a week; printers, $8. On 
railways, condactors are paid $5 to 36 a week, 
switch-tenders, $5; engime-drivers, 10 to 14 
cents an hour; firemen, 6 to 8 cents ap hour. 
The cost of living is about the same as in the 
United States. Whisky is considered a neces- 
sity, though it costs about 300 per vent more in 
Scotland than in the United States. Beer is 
comparatively cheap. 

There are eleven banks in Scotland, with their 
branches, under special charters; capital, $50,- 
000.000 ; circulation, $29,000,000 ; devosits, 834. 
000,000; gold held, $17,000,000; siiver, 88.000. 
000. The circulation of each bank is unrestricted. 
It is only required to redeem its issues ip coin, 
and to hold a certain proportion of coin in re 
serve. Only about 5 per cent of the currency is 
coin, four-fifths of which is silver. Paper is 
universally preferred to coin, which is never 
called for except for special uses. Laborers are 
paid in silver, which is preferred because of its 
smaller denominations. A pound note is the 
smallest issued.

During the past five years 
one little dividend of 5 per cent has 
been paid, and now a very indefinite state- 
ment is made to the effect that the Northern 
Pacific bubble may yield 40 per cent, while 
as to the other assets, the Trustee has sug- 
gested a plan by which he will free himself 
from personal realizing, and unload the as- 
sets upon the creditors by letting them buy 
them in with dividend scrip, and then realize 
thereon themselves. In addition to their 
other troubles, a gigantic ring has béen or- 
ganized in Philadelphia to buy up claims at 
a ruinous discount. What the creditors will 
do remains to be seen, but the prospects for 
the myriad of small ones are exceedingly 
poor. In touching off the panic, Jay Coon 
did not wreck all his victims at once. It will 
be a long time before the full harvest of that 
disaster is reaped. ;

„HARD TIMES . ” AND TR K* RA ILROADS. 
The revival of Jay Cooxz’s bankrupt affairs 


for the moment calls to mind one of the 
greatest and most disastrous canses of the 
panic and the long era of depression that has 
followed. The collapse of Jar Cook & Co. 
was merely a signal—a sort of an alarm-bell 
—that roused the country to an apprehension 
of what was coming. The history of what 
followed is too familiar and too disagreeable 
to dwell upon; we are still in the toils, after 
five years of depression and suffering, and 
people are still wondering what brought it 
all about. It wasn’t merely a loss of con- 
fidence,” because it doesn’t require five years 
for an intelligent people to recover from a 
fright. It wasn’t altogether the depreciated 
condition of the currency, for the currency, 
though exerting a baleful influe nee on busi- 
ness pending the process of squeezing out 
the water, has for some time been practically 
at par with coin, and was worth 88 per 
cent at the time of the panic. 
It wasn’t any deficiency in the 
amount of currency, because, ever since 
the panic, money has been more abundant 
and obtainable at lower rates than ever be- 
fore. In spite of all the wisdom that has 
been uttered about hard times, and in spite 
of the discussion that is constantly kept up, 
the one great cause is either overlooked alto- 
gether or underestimated. “Jay Coons 
affairs recall it, for Jay Cooxe was in the 
railroad business. ä 

During the four years of the War there 
‘was ample employment for all classes of 
people. A million men og one side were en- 
gaged in cutting the throats of half a mill- 
ion or more on the other. The remainder 
of the population was employed at high 
wages or large profits; money and specula- 
tion were abundant, for the Government was 
mortgaging the future and spending the pro- 
coeds at the rate of three millions a 
day. The War ended in April, 1865, 
and the vast armies were thrown 
out of Government employment; more 
than this, immigration, which had dwindled 
down small during the War, revived, and 
fleets of ships were bringing foreigners to 
this country in search of employment by 
hundreds of thousands. There was no com- 
plaint about lack of work or insufficient 
wages,—no hard times. Everything went for- 
ward in a booming fashion; the armies from 
the battle-fields of the South, and the other 
vast armies from Europe pouring in upon 
us, found no difficulty in locating themselves 
satisfactorily. What became of all these 
people? What supported them? Why, we 
went on “mortgaging the future for more 
money just as we had done during the War, 
and spent it just as lavishly. The Govern- 
ment was no longer the agent who negoti- 
ated the funds; corporations stepped in and 
acted as distributing agents. The Govern- 
ment had borrowed some $2,800,000,000 
during five years. The corporations bor- 
rowed more than double that amount during 
the next eight years. Of the latter, the rail- 
road companies were the most numerous, 
powerful, and hazardous. The latest statis- 
tics show the railroad debt of the country to 
be nearly five billions ($4,806,202,022), in- 
.cluding stock, bonds, and floating indebted- 
ness, or nearly double the highest figure the 
Government debt ever reached. More than 
half of this money was raised and expended 
within the period between the close of the 
War in 65, and the panic in 73, dating from 
Jay Cooxz’s collapse. During this period 
nearly forty thousand miles of railway was 
constructed. 

The business of building railroads on a 
grand scale is the largest manufacturing 
business that can be conceived. It is no 
exaggeration to say that, direetly or indirect- 
ly, railroad-building employed more than a 
million men during the period to which we 
refer. The great trans-continental route 
was pushed through with a rapidity alto. 
gether unparalleled, driving Indians and 
buffaloes before it. The Western States 
passed laws allowing cities, towns, and 
counties to mortgage themselves to their 
heart’s content for the construction of new 
railroads, and the whole country was grid- 
ironed over with tracks. On the old roads 
single tracks were increased to double tracks, 
and double tracks to quadruple tracks ; iron 
rails were taken np to give way to steelirails ; 
connections, extensions, and offshoots were 
provided in every direction. Along the line 
of the new-seatis the carpenter and builder 
| Lottowed closely upon the first run of the 
locomotive, and new towns sprung up like 
mushrooms in the night. All this was giv- 
ing employment for the time being at high 
‘wages to tens of thousands. There were the 


and money was pouring in from abroad to 
carry iton with unexampled vigor. There 
was no lack of employment then, no com- 
plaint of low wages, no suffering from hard 
times. | 

But this gigantic industry came to a sudden 
standstill when the panic struck it. A gen- 
éral halt was called all along the line. The 
capitalists of Europe who had been so lavish 
and confident suddenly cut short the money- 
supply. They had suffered losses abroad, 
and began to tremble for their American in- 
vestments. The work of building railroads 
may be said to have ceased as a great, na- 
tional industry. Since 1873 it has consisted 
mainly of filling up gaps, and furnishing 
with termini the mass of railroads that begun 
and ended nowhere. But the general sus- 
pension of work, necessitated by the inabil- 
ity to raise any more money for unproduc- 
tive railroad-building, threw out of employ- 
ment hundreds of thousands of men. The 
furnaces were blown out, the mille 
shut down, work on new roads abandoned, 
and the building of new towns indefinitely 
postponed. During the years succeeding 
the virtual collapse of the great railroad in-» 
dustry, the hundreds of thousands thereby 
thrown out of employment have been crowd- 
ing against those employed in other pursuits 
and against each other, and they have broken 
the labor market and kept it down. Mean- 
while, of course, other important influences 
have contributed to the general distress; but 
they have been cumulative, while the shock 
from the general collapse of railroad-building 
was the fundamental cause of the hard times 
from which we have not yet rechvered.

THE SOUTHERN NULLIFICATION SENTI- 
MENT 


The editor of the Louisville Courier-Jour- 
nal has been impelled to repudiate, in a 
mild-mannered way, the recent utterances 
of his former chief, Jzrr Darn, and 
to make light of the “scare” which it con- 
oeives Tun Tumor to have experienced by 
reason of Davis’ reappearance as the advo- 
cate of the doctrine of secession and slavery. 
After reciting a sort of prose lullaby, which 
is not at all in keeping with the gravity of 
the subject, the Courier Journal proceeds to 
Say: 

Jzurrenson Davis is no a power in the 
land. He is an old man, nigh on to three score 
and ten, H he’s a day, and well worn. All that is 
left him is his right to utter the thoughts which 
rise within his mind and heart. If these are some- 
what obsolete and eccentric, if they belong rather 
to a day that is cone, who shall grudge them to 
him! His course is over. Hie career is made up. 
Nothing ise more natural than that he should 
defend the principle which signalized hie 
greatest exploit. Considerably more than 
half the people of the United States did 
not believe the doctrine of secession to 
be vested in the States by the Constita- 
thon when the question was under disoussion before 
the War. States, like Tennessee, Virginia, North 
Carolina, Texas, and Aransas, repudiated the 
secession idea. asserting only the people's inalien- 
able right of revolution. It ie doubtful whether 
more than ane State could have been carried out of 
the Union upon the cold theory of its constituation- 
al right to secede. But whatever doubt had exist- 
ed was settled by the War. The present genera- 
tion of Southern men universally entertsin the 
opinion that secession is nota right guaranteed by 
the Constitution. Neither do they believe it a 
valuable or useful principle ty government. 


It is undoubtedly very politic for the WAT. 
rxrson school of politicians to treat che sub- 
ject of secession in this harmless way, be- 
cause they appreciate the importance of allay- 
ing all public apprehension in this country as 
to the prevalence of any such sentiment in the 
South. They know that the only hope the Dem- 
ocratic party has for succegs lies in convincing 
the people that it has no longer any sym- 
pathy with the pernicioug ideas that led to 
the Rebellion. We wish it were true that 
the Democratic party had abandoned its tra- 
ditional dogma of State Sovereignty, of which 
nullification and secession are the logical se- 
quences. But Mr. WatTEnson’s reassurances 
are feeble in comparison with circumstances 
that signify to the contrary. An occasional 
whine from Jzery Davis es a man without a 
country might not mean much, but his pe- 
riodical reappearance at the solicitation of 
a part of the Southern people; the attention 
which his utterances receive from the South in 
spite of his alleged personal unpopularity; the 
response which is heard from those nearer to 
the Democrats of the South than he 1s,—all 
combine to keep alive the thoughts and 
issues of which he is the most conspicuous em- 
bodiment. More than one paper at the South 
has had the temerity and frankness to ap- 
prove all that Jerr Davis said recently, and 
to contend that the future welfare of the 
country depends upon a recognition of the 
State Sovereignty doctrine in the most literal 
significance of the term. Still other news- 
paper comments at the South have been to 
the effect that all Davis said was true enough 
and right enough, but be hadn’t ought er 
said it just at this time.” But there are cir- 
cumstances entirely disconnected with Jerr 
Davis’ public reappearance which convey a 
warning of new dangers from the very senti- 
ments he represents, and which Mr. War- 
TERSON cannot quiet with any ‘‘ Bye-a-baby- 
bunting.” It was the State Sovereignty sen- 
timent that sought, by recent act of Con- 
gress, to abridge the President's constitu- 
tional powers as Commander-in-Chief of the 
army. It was the same sentiment that en- 
deavored to secure the passage of 
a law depriving the United States 
courts of the power of enforcing 
the collection of the United States internal 
revenue and of protecting United States 
officials from persecution in the State courts 
when they do their duty. The resistance of 
the “‘moonshiners” to the United States 
laws is another sign of the same tendency. 
The passage of laws in some of the Southern 
States which practically deprive the negroes 
of their political rights, and the organized 
efforts of the Democrats to the same end, are 
in thorough keeping with the spirit of Jurr 
Davis’ harangues. The fach is only too evi- 
dent that Jr does not stand alone, 
as the Courier-Journal would have us be- 
lieve, but that the predisposition to nullifi- 
cation ig so general in the South as only to 
need the encouragement of doughface ac. 
cession to power to manifest itself danger- 
ously, It may not take the form of outright 
secession, but it will breed sedition and 
trouble.

Some days ago we suggested that, even if 
those who favor the issue of absolute paper 
scrip should ever obtain the power in 
Congress to pass a law carrying out their de- 
sign, it would not be possible to compel per- 
sons to accept such money in exchange for 
labor or goods, and that its use in payment 
of debts would be defegted by contracts re- 
quiring payment in coin. The practicability 
as well as the legality of enforcing contracts 
payable in coin dollars was questioned by 
several correspondents. The point especial- 
ly made was, that, where there were several 
forms of * dollars” equally known to the 
law, and all equal before the law, a court of 
law could not or would not enforce payment 
in any one kind of dollars to the exclusion 
of other legal dollars, even when such pay- 
ment was stipulated by express contract. 
We showed, however, that these contracts 
had been common during ,and since the 
War, and that their validity had been sus- 
tained by the Supreme Court of the United 
States. The case from Oregon was a strong 
one. The Legislature of that State, after the 
passage of the Legal-Tender act, passed a 
law directing the collection of State taxes in 
coin, and their payment by the County Col- 
lectors into the State Treasury in coin. The 
Treasurer of Laue County tendered payment 
to the State Treasurer of the taxes in legal- 
tender paper, which was refused, The 
United States Supreme Court held that the 
State had full power to stipulate in what 
form of money the taxes should be paid, and 
gave judgment against the County Treasurer 
for the amount of the taxes in coin. 

A case involving the recognition of the 
power of persons to bind themselves in mak- 
ing contracts based on the different kinds 
and values of legal dollars has recently been 
decided by the Supreme Court.

Under this contract 15,000 dozen shovel- 
handles were delivered within the time 
named in the contract, but the price of gold 
at the time of deliveries—in May and July— 
had fallen from $2.25 to $1.31, $1.36, and 
$1.45. The construction of this contract 
was the question involyed in the suit. The 
Court recognized the validity of the con- 
tract, which was to pay $1.25 in currency 
(greenbacks) per dozen shovel-handles, 
greenback dollars being then worth 44} 
cents, gold selling at $2.25, the price of the 
goods to rise or fall according to the value 
of the paper dollar in the coin dollar. The 
Court recognized that the price of the goods 
in paper was to be fixed by the value of the 
paper in gold,—the paper dollar and the 
gold dollar being equally a legal-tender for 
the payment of debts, and equally legal as 
“dollars.” The decision also is a ju- 
dicial recognition that the legal-ten- 
der paper dollars had a depreciated 
value, and that, though the gold dollar was 
not in general circulation as money, it was a 
legal standard dollar by which the value of 
the paper dollar, and of the payments made 
with the paper dollar, should be computed 
in case a contract was made to that effect. 
In this case the Court gave judgment that, 
while gold was at $2.25, the goods were to be 
paid for at $1.25 per dozen in greenbaoks ; 
if the price of gold declined more than 25 
per cent, then, the value of the greenback 
increasing, the price to be paid for the goods 
in greenbacks was to be reduced proportion- 
ately. In point of fact, taking the ruling 
price of gold at the times the handles were 
delivered, the prices to be paid for them, in- 
stead of being $1.25 per dozen, were 723 
cents, 754 cents, and 804 cents per dozen, 
and at these rates payment wes directed to 
be made. 

Here are several judicial recognitions of 
the power of citizens to bind each other by 
written contract to ignore the legal and 
statutory definition of dollars,—to erect for 
themselves a standard of value by which the 
measure of paper dollars (though full legal- 
tenders) shall be adjusted according to the 
standard. This contraet was in fact a con- 
tract payable in paper dollars, the value of 
the paper dollars to be ascertained by their 
value in exchange for eoin dollars, and the 
Court gave judgment on this contract, recog- 
nizing the legality of computing the value of 
one legal dollar by its value in exchange for 
another legal dollar. 

When the time comes that flat money "— 
paper scrip which is declared to be dollars 
requiring no redemption—shall be made 
legal-tender, this kind of contracts, that 
such money shall be geod only for what it is 
worth in gold, or contracts expressly payable 
in coin, will of necessity become of universal 
use in every form of business. 


ITALY'’S COVETOUS GROWL. 

The forthcoming otcupation of Bosnia 
and Herzegovina by Austria, in accordance 
with the stipulations of the Treaty of Berlin, 
has aroused a very decided feeling of discon- 
tent on the part of Italy because no exten- 
sion of territory was eonceded to her, and 
has also aroused some, very stirring Repub- 
lican demonstrations in Rome, Geneva, 
Naples, Milan, Florence, Turin, and Venice, 
the burden of which: is a, demand for the 
annexation of the Southern Tyrol, on the 
westernmost limit of Austria, while from his 
island home GaRrmapf’s voice is once more 
heard, after his long silence, urging the 
men of Trieste to take to the mount- 
nins, — which means to revolt against Aus- 
tria,—Trieste, at the head of the Adriatic, be- 
ing a neighbor to Italy on the southeast as 
South Tyrol is on the northwest, the two 
being separated by Venetia. 

Before considering the validity or grounds 
of tms remarkable Italian claim, against 
pushing which Austria has already given 
Italy sundry strong hints, some of the histor- 
ical associations of the Tyrol and Trieste 
will be interesting. The Tyrol, from its 
natural Alpine configuration, is in reality an 
eastern continuation of Switzerland. The 
outlying States are Bavaria on the north, 
Wartemberg and Baden on the northwest, 
Switzerland on the west, and Italy on the 
south and southeast. The Italian or South- 
ern Tyrol, which pierces Italy like a wedge 
between Milan and Venice, is the portion 
coveted by the Italian Republicans, the 
province of Trieste farther round to 
the southeast and forming a large peninsula, 
which extends into the Adriatic directly op- 
posite Venice. The Tyrol was annexed to 
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They were ultimately overcome, 
and Horsr was shot by order of Napouzon. 
In 1814 Austria recovered the Northern 
Tyrol, but the Southern Tyrol, which NAro- 
Lon made an Italian province when he was 
King of Italy, did not revert to Austria until 
his final overthrow in 1815. Afew years 
ago, the Southern Tyroleans endeavored by 
peaceful means to be recognized as Italians, 
but failed; and in 1866, when Austria trans- 
ferred Venetia to Napozzon III., who made 
it part of Italy, it was thought that the Sonth 
Tyrol would be ceded also. When the ex- 
pectation was not realized, GanreaLp1 made 
an abortive attempt to take it by force, 
but failed. Trieste, upon which Ganrrsah1 
has once more cast longing eyes, is a part of 
the Austrian Littorale on the Adriatic, hav- 
ing an area of thirty-six square miles, and 
containing about 132,000 population,—the 
chief eity, which is of the same name, being 
the principal seaport of Austria. Trieste has 
had varying fortunes. From the time of the 
Lombard invasion to 1381, it was mainly in 
possession of Italy. The peace of Turin in 
the latter year made it an independent city, 
and a year later it voluntarily submitted to 
Austria. Cuaries VI. made it a free ¢ity in 
1719, and in 1750 Manta Tuns made it a 
free port, In 1797 and 1805 it was taken 
by the French. From 1809 to 1814 it was 
in possession of the French province of 
IIllyria, but from 1814 to 1849 remthined at- 
tached to the Austrian Kingdom. It violent- 
ly opposed Italy, and remained loyal during 
the Revolution of 1849, and, in consideration 
thereof, was accorded the privileges of local 
self-government. 

That Austria will ever voluntarily give up 
the Tyrol is manifestly absurd. She would 
fight to the last man even if all Europe should 
demand it, and it is more than probable that 
a mejority of the Tyroleans and men of 
Trieste,” as Gamma calls them, would 
join Austria in resisting their annexation. 
The cession of Trieste is even more absurd, 
since in giving up Trieste Austria would lose 
her only great port of entry and all direct 
connection with the sea, The importance 
of Trieste as a commercial port is due to 
Austria, who has stimulated and developed 
its commercial prosperty until it has become 
one of the great trading centres in Europe. 
It is the sheerest folly, therefore, to sup- 
pose that she will ever, except at the 
cost of a long and bloody war, 
give up Trieste and content herself 
with a few insignificant and harborless Dal- 
matian ports. The only claim that Italy can 
urge is one of race. She has no claim 
directly growing out of the war, because she 
had no active connection with it and no in- 
terests involved in it, and it could not be 
expected of the Congress that it would make 
any account of ethnological, poetical, or his- 
torical associations when neither geograph- 
ical nor political grounds existed for ceding 
any new territory. But nearly half the 
population are German and Slav, and 
not Italian. Upon such flimsy pre- 
texts every nation in Europe might demand 
a slice out of every other nation, and, if the 
Jews should ever set up an Empire of 
their own, they might claim a4 pretty 
large part of the habitable globe. Un- 
doubtedly, as Burmann said of the 
Greeks, the Italians are a very interesting 
people.” They have a romantic history, and 
their associations are very poetical and 
musical, and there are numerous other 
Italians, not only in the Tyrol and Trieste, 
but in other parts of the world; but if on 
this account Italy could take those two proy- 
inces away from Austria, it would set a prece- 
dent that would involve some strange seizures 
and wholesale plunderings. The Emperor 
Wri1uiam might even come in and want the 
North Division of Chicago because its people 
are principally Germans, The most cogent 
reason that will suggest itself to the Italian 
Government why it should not go into the 
claim business will be the very quiet but 
emphatic hint of Austria that it must not al- 
low these Republican demonstrations to gain 
too much headway, or become too outspoken, 
if it wishes to avoid trouble, 

The appearance of the Hon. E. W. Kurrs, of 
Wisconsin, in Chicago yesterday, leads us to re- 
mark that the political caldron in the Badger 
State seems to have considerable fire under it 
just now, so that it boils over occasionally. 
Eight Congressmen are to be elected this fall, 
and a Legislature is to be chosen, whose duty 
will be to elect a United States Senatorin place 
of T. O. How, whose term expires on the 4th 
of next March. Hows wants to be his own stic- 
cessor, and ten or fifteen other gentlemen are 
willing and anxious to succeed Mr. How them- 
selves, and, as only one of the entire lot can 
have it, if How can’t, each one is naturally 
somewhat solicitous whether Ais name is writ- 
ten on the legislative book of life. The 
question of Senator is being discussed 
with considerable industry notwithstanding 
the heat, and that and the Congressional 
nominations engross so much of the Badger boys’ 
attention that they have little time to give to 
their religious devotions. The Boss,“ as Mr. 
Kurs is familiarly called by the boys, is a 
candidate himself, and, being a gentleman of 
great energy and indomitable purpose, he has 
already developed cunsiderable streugth in the 
country districts. Matters are still further 
complicated by the fact that there are two State 
Central Committees,—one appointed by the last 
Republican State Convention, aud the other ap- 
pointed by the members of the last Legisiature. 
This latter Committee, it is charged, was organ- 
ized in the interest of Mr. Keyes; but, as it 
contains among its members some of the best 
Republicans in Wisconsin, itis not likely that 
this charge is well grounded. It looks at this 
distance as if the two Committees would be 
likely to get into a jangle, especially if the 
newspapers coutiuue to pitch into each other 
about them as they bave commenced. Taking 
it altogether, the campaign in Wisconsin this 
fall promises to be an exceedingly lively and in- 
teresting one.

We should judge vot, by 
his remarks. After the panic broke out in Sep- 
tember, 78, the President went to New York to 
consult with the bankers about it. They urged 
him to loan them the forty-four millions of 
retired greenbacks to carry them over the crisis. 
This he decided he had no authority to do, but, 
after consulting with the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury (RicHaARDsON) and other officials, he directed 
the Secretary to purchase 5-20 6 per cent bonds 
till he should tell him to stop. The hanks bid 
against each other to get the greeubacks, and 
sold their 5-20’s for about 110 im currency. The 
purchases of bonds went on until twenty mill- 
1ons of greenbacks were reissued, when the 
President saw it was doing very little towards 
relieving the panic. As fast as the New York 
savings and National Banxs got hold of these 
greenbacks, they locked them up and refused to 
let them circulate among the people. The 
banks were panic-stricken, and so were the 
crowd, and it was everybody for himself and the 
Devil take the hindmost. Each bank grabbed 
for as many legal-tenders as it could get to 
secure itself against a run by its depositors. 
All currency suddenly disappeared from cireu- 
lation; every ove held on to what he had, and 
paid out none that he could help. The New 
York banks went into suspension and issued 
certified checks, which they called “ certifi- 
eates, and circulated them in place of curren- 
cy. With the $26,000,000 of greembacks the 
President bought about $23,500,000 of 5-20 
bonds, and canceled them. The bonded debt 
was reduced that amount, and $1,400,000 of 
annual interest has been saved ever since. 
To say that “The act [of reissue] had no 
warrant in the Constitution and none 
in law,“ is to beg the question. 
There was nothing ip the original act authoriz- 
ing the retiring of those greenbacks which for- 
bade their reissue. If there had been, the Pres- 
ident would not have dong it. He could have 
reissued the whole 44 millions without exceed- 
ing the 400-million limit, which is considered by 
most good lawyers to be the constitutional limit 
of those War notes.“ It is five years since 
the act was done, and Congress has not pro- 
nounced it a violation of either law or Constitu- 
tion, nor has the Supreme Court; and Mr. 
PALMER is not a court with jurisdiction to pass 
on such a question. But the assertion that 
The President added precisely the amount of 
the reissue {$26,000,000} to the national debt 
is bosh.

WILLIAM RAINES. 


A Story which Completely ‘“ Lays Over” 
that of Enoch Arden. 
Cincinnati Gazteite. 

The fact that truth is stronger than fiction“ 

is fully demonstrated by the presence of Will- 
iam Raines in our city. His life for the past 
nine years has been passed among the uncivil- 
ized negroes of the south-central portion of 
Africa, who had no language, cultivation, or 
any idea ot time; who had never before seen 
a white man, and whose time was spent in 
waging war upon their neighbors. The history 
of his life is fraught with fully as much pathos 
as the bero of Tennyson's beautiful creation, 
“Enoch Arden.“ Raines worked at his trade, 
that of carpenter, until September, 1869, in St. 
Clairsville, in this State. Fortune had dealt 
kindly with him, and blessed him with a loving 
wife and one child. 
* His uncle, who was the owner and Captain of 
the bark Mary Ellen, prevailed on bim at the 
time above named to make a voyage to Cape 
Tcwn, Africa, with him. ‘The cargo was to cop- 
sist of farming implements and live stock. He 
drew two months’ wages and gave the money to 
bis wife, and the Mary Elten started With her 
crew of thirty about the middle of September. 
‘They progressed finely uvtil they reached the 
west coast of Afriva, where they met with con- 
trary winds and bad weatber, and one morning 
about deybreak, avd in the midst of a terrible 
storm, the ship struck a rock, and went to 
pieces about 200 yards from the shore. 

Six gf the crew reached the shore in safety. 
The remaining twenty-four perished. Tbe 
names of the six who escaped are: Wm. Raines, 
the narrator: Burrell and Thompsoa, given 
names uvkpown, but both Americans; Hook, 
an Englishman; Feider, a German, formely 
of this State; and J. W. Lang, Captain of the 
bark. The ship having attracted the attention 
of a war-party of negroes, who had come from 
the interior tu tight ope of the coast tribes, they 
watched it all night through the storm, and 
when she broke up and the men reached shore, 
the negroes took possession of them and dis- 
tributed them among the tribes as curiosities. 
They had never seen white men before, and re- 
garded them as sometbing more than human. 
The negroes separated. 

Rainef was carried abowt 500 miles into the 
interiof, where the tribe that the war-party be- 
longed to lived. The King of the tribe took a 
great fancy to him, and made a Royal pet of 
him. He was allowed to ga around of his own 
free will, without guard or check of any kind 


whatever. The tribe bad no Knowledge of the 
cultivation of the soil; their principal 
food was the fruit, which every- 
where grew abundant, roots, berba, 


and monkey flesh. Tne country they occu- 
pied was high and sandy in some places, but the 
water was excellent, cool, and clear. The rivers 
were muddy and scarce of fish. The natives had 
no knowledge of water craft of any kind. The 
language Was a series of sounds, accompanied 
by gestures. One sound with appropriate 
gestures could have a dozen different meanings. 
There was no sickness or malaria of any kind, 
there being but seven deaths by natural causes 
during his whole captivity. Ihis he attributes 
to their manner of living. Their principal 
weapon Was a spear or javelin, which they could 
throw with marvelous dexterity for a creat dis- 
tance. The only covering which they wore was 
a breech-clout for the males, and a short Airt 
reaching to the knees ior the women. The 
dress was made ot the fibre next the bark lu a 
tree, the name of which be never heard. He 
also speaks of a medicinal plaut, which the na- 
tives use us a Durgative, and which they call 
cutch caw. 

After being with them some years and having 
gained their confidence, they allowed bim to 
wander away from the camp and stay away a 
day at atime. After a while these hunting 
trips were lengthened to two days, then three, 
and one fine morning found bim ona camel 
hurrying to Cape Town. At the end of the 
second day the camel, having been driveo day 
and night, dropped dead from exbaustiou, and 
he bad to finigh the distance on foot. He arrived 
finally at Cave Town, where, with difficulty, he 
could make himself understood, and passage to 
San Francisco was furnished him. 

Here, through the lodge of which he isa 
member, be found that his pame bad been on 
the death-list for six years. — 

But the saddest part of this story comes now, 
after reaching St. Clairsyille. Upon bts arrival 
here, he found that his wile, despairipg oO! his 
return, and believing that he was dead, after he 
had been gone three vears, bad remarried to a 
worthy citizen of that place. His meeting with 
his wife, after his return, can beitcr be tmagined 
than depicted. With a noble self-denial, which 
his long captivity may have made easy, he re- 
fused to assert his claim to his wife and child 
whom he still loves dearly, but has left to bis 
wife the privilege of choosing between ber two 
husbands. 

He has been positively identified by Mr. T. H. 
Anderson, of St. Clairsville, aud is at present 
with his mother, at Georgetowu, Ky. 

While in Africa he several times beard from 
his uncle, who was a captive, and at cue time a 
tribe from. the north, who came to visit tbe 
tribe be was with, brought word that men like 
Him had crossed the country further north. 
These men he believed to be of Stanley’s party. 
The where the ship was wreeked is about 
500 miles north of Cape Town, and just above 
the mouth of a small river. In his escape he 
thinks he crossed this river near the head- 
waters, where it could be waded with ease.

In 
the seventh Clapp worked around to third on a 
hit, a steal, and an out, but Flint’s sharp tip 
was nailed by Harbidge, and Nolan struck out, 
leaving the ner on third. lu making the 
play off Flint, Harbidge hurt his hand consider- 
ably, but made no complaint, and, indeed, 
seemed to catch rather better for it. In the 
eighth inning Williamson was sent to base on 
balls, and McKelvey followed with a bounder to 
Hallinan, which the latter secured, and, step- 
ping on second, forced out Williamson.

IOWA RAILROADS. 
Special Correspondence ef The Tribune. 

Des Motens, Ia., July 22.—The old Iowa Pa- 
cific having become dead beyond the hope of 
resurrection, it has been consigned to the tomb, 
and a new company has been organized, as the 
Dubuque & Dakota Railroad Compapy, with 
able men woo are pushing the project te com- 
pletion with fair prospect of success. H. L. 
Stout is the President, one of the wealthiest 
men in the West, energetic, cautious, and, above 
all, honest. He has carefully surveyed the 
premises, and believes the road ie a necessity, 
and will pay when built. He bas made propo- 
sitions to the people along the line of what 
he can and will do. Experience has 

roved that private capital is not warranted in 

uilding railroads inlowa. The aid of the peo- 
ple who are directly to ‘be benefited is needed. 
The peopie are waking up to the emergency, 
and are making strenuous efforts to provide tax 
aid suflicient to secure the road. The proposed 
line will pass through a tier of counties possess- 
ing immense productive wealth, and will give 
them a new and direct commuuſcation with the 
Mississippi at Dubuque, with Chicago and Mil- 
waukee, an advan possessed by no other 
east-and-west road in the State. 

When the old Des Moines Valley Road was 
sold by the Sheriff to pay its debts, it was pur- 
chased by two ies, and reorganized as two- 
roads, though its interests were virtually one. 
The terminal point of the two was on the east 
side of the Moines River. The station 
houses were on the west side. The north half, 
of course, had po use for the bri and pro- 
posed to sell it to the other balf, which was 
compelled to cross the river by the necessities 
of trade. No agreement could be had, and the 
south half built a new iron bridge, leaving the 
old elephant ou the hands of the owners with 
no use or it. The next step was for the south 
half, or Keokuk & Des Moiues, to get depot ac- 
commodations. The Des Moines & Fort Dodge 
had pope to spare. The Keokuk & Des Moines 
began to buy lots fora depot, and the Des 
Moives & Fort Dodge also bought ad- 
joining lots. Then trouble began. Law- 
suits and injunctions accumulated thick 
and fast. The Keokuk & Des Moines finally 
secured ground and erected depots. The Des 
Moines & Fort Dodge did not think it exactly 
consistent to be paving money in business con- 
nections to the Keokuk & Des Moines to be used 
in lawsuits to crush them. 8o they entered 
iuto an arrangement with the Chic & Rock 
Island by which all their East-bound freight and 
passenger business was transferred to that road, 
and business connection was severed with the 
Keokuk & Des Moines. The latter road at once 
conciuded to test the virtues of the new Rail- 
road Commissioners’ system, and so it has hap- 
pened that a — inaugurated to protect the 
people, and Grangers especialiy, against en- 
croachments of railroad companies, is first 
called into requsition by two belligerent ruil- 
road corporations.

New York, July 23.—The Tribune says that 
railroad men do not appear to be able to ex- 
plain the cable dispatch of Mondav that Mr. 
Hickson, of the Grand Trunk Railway, and Mr. 
Garrett, of the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad, were 
negotiating in London to give the Grand Trunk 
a Chicago connection over Mr. Garrett’s line, in 
order to counteract Vanderbilt’s recent acquisi- 
tion. Should a combination be formed between 
the Baltimore & Ohio and the Grank Trunk 
Railroad Companies, three routes have been 
suggested. The first supposes the purchase of 
the Fort Wayne, Jackson & Sacinaw Railroad, 
or the making of running arrangements over it, 
from Bankers to Auburn, which would give a 
mileage as follows: Detroit to Ypsilanti (to 
build), 27 miles: Ypsilanti to Bankers, 64 miles; 
Bankers to Auburn, 47 miles; Auburn to Chi- 
cago, by the Baltimore & Ohio, 140 miles; total, 
284 miles. This is the precise distance over the 
Michigan Central between Detroit and Chicago. 
‘the second route suggested requires more 
track-buiiding, but shortens the distance twenty 
miles, and is, from Detroit to Bankers 
(27 miles to build), 91 miles; Bankers 
to Fremont, 19 miles; Fremont to Milford 
(to build),§ 48 miles; Milford to Chicago, 106 
miles; total, 264 miles. The third route sug- 
gested requires over ag | miles of new road, 
but it is reported to have less grades and more 
straight lines than either of the other proposed 
routes. The mileage would be as follows: De- 
troit to Bankers (27 miles to build), 91 miles; 
Bankers to Milford (to be built), 65 miles; Mil- 
ford to Chicago, 106 miles; total, 262 miles. Thiis 
route is claimed to be twenty-two miles 
shorter than the Michigan Central, and it 
is estimated that it could be built for $10,000 a 
mile, or $900,000 for the entire distance, furvish- 
ing a road that would intersect all the leading 
lines in Michigan and Indiana. Whatever may 
be the object of Mr. Hickson’s visit to London 
with Mr. Garrett, railroad men agree that the 
Grand Trunk, by an outlay of a comparatively 
small sum, can easily overcome all the obstacles 
in its attempt to reach Chicago placed in its way 
by the recent New York Central acquisitions.

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., valy 23.—A six-months’ 
statement of the earnings of the Peunsylvavia 
Railroad has been madejup for June 1. As com- 
pared with June last year, there was a decrease 
in gross earnings, of $65,976; decrease in ex- 
penses, $136,961; increase in net earnings, 
$70,985.

TRADE WITH MEXICO. 

The New York Journal ef Commerce of the 
19th has an interesting letter giving statistics and 
facts in relation te our traffic with Mexico. The 
following table is important. During the eight 
years, 1870-"77 inclusive, the commerce of the 
United States with Mexico was as foliows:

Quesec, July 21.— Following is the text of 
the act for the suppression of party-processions, 
passed by the Quebec Legislature beiore its 
adjournment, and assented to, in the name of 
the Queen, by Licut.-Gov. Letellier. It will be 
seen that the object of the bill is mainly to 
abolish Orange processions: 

No assemblage of persons shall parade the streets 
of the City of Montreal, or march in procession 
therein, to celebrate or commemorate any political 
anniversary or event having reference to religious 
or other distinctions existing between any class of 
the subjects of ber Majesty, or to mace any demon- 
stration of such religious or other distinclions ; 
and no ope shall carry or display banners. flags, 
eysigne, or ciablems of a nature tending to create 
auimosities between the subjects of het Majesty of 
diferent religious veliels, vr be accompanied by 
any band of music tenuing to excite feclings of 
thie nature. And whoever shall de found in 
any such assemblage shall, on conviction before 
the Recorder of the said city, the Police Magis- 
trate. or two dustices of the Peace, be liable, in 
the diséretion of the Cour, toa fine not exceecing 
8.0. and, in delanit of immeamere payment of 
‘he fine aud costs, au impriconment not exceeding

Mak- 
ing allowance, then, for all the failure reported, 
we think it is not unreasovable to calculate that 
the wheat crop of Jefferson and Dodge Counties 
will come up toa full average vield, although 
the quality will generaliy fall below No. 1. Oats 
are ripening with the wheat, and are also being 
cut. Oats have suffered with wheat from the 
hot sultry weather, and some pieces are dam- 
aged, but in the aggregate the crop will be a 
heavy one. 

MINERAL Pornt, Iowa Co., Julv 23.—Spring 
wheat is light. Damaged by chinch bugs. Oats 
good. Some heavy pieces are lodged. Corn is 
good, and prospect promising.

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THE SHOEMAKERS. 
WHAT THE MANUFACTURERS SAY. 

The fact that a large number of journeymen 
shoemakers held a meeting Monday evening, at 
which the general tenor of the discussion was that 
an advance of the present scale of wages paid by 
Chicago manufacturers should be demanded, was 
duly set forth in these columns yesterday. In or- 
der to ascertain how the manufacturers regarded 
the matter, a reporter called at the leading houses, 
the first one visited being that of M. D. Wells & 
Co. This firm has a Pénitentiary contract, and 
manufactures most of its goods in that institution, 
but la addition to this runs a considerable number 
of men at its shops in this city. 

Mr. Wells said that 80 far as his house was con- 
cerned, matters were moving smoothly, and he 
did not anticipate any trouble with the men on the 
score of wages. They were receiving a little less 
than at this time last year, probably 10 per cent, 
but there had not been as great a redaction as at 
the East. Goods were being sold on very small 
margins of profit, the manufacturers were payi 
as high wages as they could ibly afford to, an 

the men ought to be satidfed, Tue Chicago jour- 
neymen might organize a strike, but he did not 
think it probable, as, ia the recent oue at Lynn, 
the Crispias were badly beaten, and the power of 
the organization in that city broken. 

One manufacturer said that he had heard of 
Monday, night's meeting. All he had te say on 
the subject was that his house was paying as high 
wages as it could afford to, and as high, in his 
opinion, as were for the best interest of the work- 
men themselves. The journeymen of this city 
were working inst prison labor in this market, 
and it was for m to decide whether or not they 
would protect their own interests by nelping the 
manufacturers to meet that competition. 

Another large manufacturer hardly thought 
there would be difficulty, . — 
had heard of the talk at the meeting held by the 
workmen. The present was not à good time for 
the men to strike, as the manufacturers generally 
had large stocks on hand, and a temporary suspen- 
sion of production would occasion them no incon- 
venience. 

In case the workmen of this city organized a strike 
he did not think it would seriously affect the basi- 
ness, nor was he of opinion that any of the r 
manufacturers Wald aocede to demands for h — 
wages. There might be a few smaller establish- 
ments that would forced by circumstances to 
do so, but they cute small figure in the general 


trade of the city, 

Still another manufacturer said that his 
firm was vayi as high wages as the bussi 
ness would allow, and that hie men were working 
full time. . He was not at all communicative as to 
the general prospect, but simply rested his case on 
the fact that, in the present condition of the boot 
and shoe , the manufacturers of this city 
would Gnd it tmpoesitie to advance tue present 
scale of wages and do business at a proit. 

The general situstton, as stated by those who 
should understand it best, is as follows: M. D. 
Wells & Co. and Selz & Co. bave Penitentiary con- 
tracts, and having thas secured their labor at a low 

rice, are enabled te prpduce goods at 

gures which mast be met by the 

Chi manufacturers, or the latter would speedi- 
ly riven out of the market altogether, for in 
buving fout- wear le are more concerned in the 
price of the same than in where it was » 
These manufacturers claim that the present scale 
of wages is as high a one as can possibly be made 
and compete with the ¢onvict labor, and that if 
the journeymen force a bigher rate upon them they 
will simply oblige them to co their manufacturing 
elsewhere. Thisis the only argument they have 
to offer, regarding it as unanewerabie. Should the 
workmen make aay demonstration these facts will 
be presented to them, as something which con- 
cerns themselves fully as much as it does the man- 
ufacturers. and the belief is that they will look at 
the matter in the right light and act accordingly. 


CARROLL---FELKER. 

IN THE CRIMINAL COURT YESTERDAY MORNING 
the atterneys for James H. Carroll appeared to 
secure the release of their client from jail. The 
circumstances of the imprisonment, and the peti- 
tion for discharge on a writ of habeas corpus, 
ba ve been given. J. Lyle King appeared for the 
Felkers, and presented ¢ motion for the dismissal 
of the petition on the ground that the Court hed 
no jurisdiction, and that, in the matter of the 
extradition of prisoners from one State to another, 
the Federal Courts only had authority. He occu- 
pied about two hours in his argument, and the 
result was the motion was overruled or denied. 

The writ of habeas corpus ordered to iseue the 
day before then came up in the shape of ‘‘a re- 
turn from Sheriff Kern, which set forth as the 
ground for the detention of Carroll in custody that 
a warrant for his arrest from Gos. Cuilom was in 
nis hands, etc. 

Mr. Trude, for the prigoner, asked time to pro- 
duce witnesses in answer to the return to show 
that Carroll was not the right prisoner, —not the 
thief, —and that he was in this city when the al- 
leged larceny was committed, bat Mr. King insist- 
ed on an immediate hearing and disposition of the 


case. 

The Court decided to give until this morning to 
hear the casé on its merits, whereupon Mr. Trude 
asked for the discharge of his client on bail. The 
Court fixed the bail at $6,000, which was readily 
furnished, M. C. McDonald and Leonard Roth- 
gerber becoming his securities. Carroll was 
promptly discharged.

had been in court during the entire proceeding, 
entirely unmindtul of what was in store for him, 
and whea court adjoarned be marched forth with 
the curious. When reaching the front steps of the 
building, he was pounced upon by Constable 
Meeney and one of Pinkerton’s detectives, who 
read to him a Warrant for his arrest 
on the charge ot attempting to kidnap 
Carroll, and he was taken into custody, ironed, 
and headed for the South Side, followed by Carroll 
and attorneys and a crowd of the curious who had 
witnessed the vroceedin in court. When the 
party were Crossing the bridge they were espied by 
the leader of the band on board the excursion 
steamer Flora. He immediately ordered the mu- 
sicians to stake up ‘* The Rogue's March.” They 
did so, much to the amusement of the crowd and 
the iookefs-on. George Appleton created a 
small hurricane of excitement by spreading among 
the inquisitive crowd’ @report that Felker was 
Stevens, the wife-murderer; that be had just shot 
and killed Judge Rogers in the Criminai Court, and 
was being taken to the South Side for safe- keeping. 
Another person gave out the report that be was a 
W est-Side ravisher, and was in the hands of a 
lynch-mob who were then going to bang him in the 
Court-House Square. The curious crowd, Cce- 
mented te the man by these wild 
stories, stuck to Felker until he was landed in 
Justice Haines’ office. Here, it is alleged, Felker 
tried to draw a pistoi—an old-fashioned der- 
ringer about two feet long—on Constable Mee- 
ney. The weapon was taken awayfrom him. The 
case was called up at Once, and, oy the advice of 
Constaole George Hartman, who was standing by, 
a change of venue was taken to Justice Pollak. 
Tne Court inquired as to the nature of the case, and 
Mr. Trude replied that the Felkers were attempt- 
ing to (kidnap James H. Carroll for 
some robbery off a bank or jewelry 
store in Douglas County,. Nebraska, they 
having first learned of the case through Associated 
Press dispatcnes, and that they were attempting 
to show that his chient was the person wanted for 
the robbery, Mr. Trade further said that he pro- 
posed to prove that his client was not the man, and 
that at the time of the robbery he was in this city; 
that he also intended to prove that the charges 
were brought by a blackmailing tramp, who had no 
evidence whatsoever that Carroll or any other man 
in his acquaintance hau any knowledge of the rob- 
bery; that he would also prove that the Felkers 
and their gang had done nothing fora living for 
years past save to Plunder private individuals in 
their assumed role of detectives. For these reasons, 
Mr. Trude asked for a continuance. 

Mr. King objected, saying that the case was al- 
ready upon its merits, and no witnesses were 
needed to prove the rights of the officers to take 
their man under the requisition. 

The Court granted the continuance till Thursday 
at 2 o'clock, and fixed the bail at $1,500. Carter 
H. Harrison and Constable George Hartman be- 
came the sureties. 

The warrants upon which Felker were arrested 
are two in number. One reads That Moses Felk- 
er, alias ‘Doc’ Felker, alias * Three-Card’ 
Felker, is guilty of threats to accuse the said James 
H. Carroli of larceny far the purpose of extorting 
money from him.“ The other warrant charges 
Felker, Richard Roe, and John Doe with being 
guilty of a conspiracy to indict Carroll for larceny. 
The complainant in each case is William Saunders, 
a West-Side liverymag, a friend of Carroll's.

As to the matter of 
transportation facilities, which is the great desid- 
eratum, he stated that, while the Burlington peo- 
ple were willing to go to the park, toe Northwest - 
ern people would not allow m to use 4 portion 
of their track. This they would have to do, or 
bulld a short track of their own, and this they 
were undecided about. He thought, however, 
with the facilities afforded by the Northwestern 
Road itself, the street-cars, and the accessibility 
of the park by carriage-drive, that there would be 
no trouble experienced in getting there. 

It was shown, on the other hand, by the advo- 
cates of Dexter Park, that the facilities for trans- 
portation to the latter place were far superior to 
those of the former, no than four lines of rail- 
road and two lines of cars ranning to the place. In 
view of these certain faciliues, and of the fact that 
the touraament, in order to result in financial suc- 
cess, must depend largely on such facilities and the 
consequent throngs aad swelling of the gate-money 
they would bring, the Committee finally decided in 
favor of Dexter Park, although several gentiemen 
expressed their preference, provided the transpor- 
tation facilities were only equal, for the new park 
on the West Side. 
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SUNDAY-SCHOOLS. 
ANOTHER QUIET DAY 
was passed yesterday at the camp- meeting grounds 
at Lake Blaff, where the Sunday-schoo!l folks are 
gathered. Tnere was no perceptible difference in 
the attendance, although it was hoped that the un- 


usually fine weather would invite many visitors 


from the city who had not yet taken a day of rec- 
reation in this pleasant sylvan resort. The exer- 
cises began with a children's meeting at 8 4. m., 
which was addressed by Mrs. V. J. Kent on the 
History of the Bible.” At 8:30 the Sunday- 


school teachers held g conference, the snbject 


being ‘* Lesson Bailding.”’ At 10 o'clock the Rev. 
John Williamson conducted a meeting, and talked 
about the Relation of the Pastor to the Sunday- 
School. 

The principal service of the morning began at 
11. when Mr. C. Hazzard, of Chicago, addressed 
the Normal Class on The Four Gos bels.“ He 
treated the subject after the manner of a Bible- 
class analyzer, by askimg questions of the audi- 
ence. He first endeavored to get the general facts 
about the Gospels, in what language they were 
written originally, by whom they were written, 
when, and what were tbe circumstances surround- 
ing their authors. He next took up the genere! 
characteristics of the four books, showing that 
they were inspired,—that they constituted 4 new 
covenant, and were in accordance with the proph- 
ecies of the Old Testament. He touched upon the 
harmony that existed Between the different books, 
and showed how they corroborated each other. 

IN THE APTERNOON 
Mrs. V. J. Kent led the meeting during the Primary 
Teathers’ Hour, her remarks being on the subject 
From Sunday to Sunday. After a song-service 
at 2:30, the popular service was held, beginning 
at 3o'ciock. The open devotions were con- 
ducted by the Rev. A. W. Patten, of Chicago. 
The address was made by President Alexander 
Burns, of Simpson College. Indianola, la., who 
spoke of The Bible in the Laboratory." He 
explained that the tithe of his discourse was not 
quite clear, and that what be meant by it was the 
tests to which the Bible might besulbjected. He 
would state in the fret place that there was noth- 
lug worthy of perpetaity which should be sorry 
for perpetuation. Dogs, not having mental 
or moral faculties, would have dissen 
sions over a bone, Dut man, mg & reason- 
ing power worthy of higher application, could 
do better than — Having the power of thought, 
man was responsible for ite use, and should have 
original, independent views of things, Still tt was 
known that man was eminently conservative, 
showing often a mental cowardice which caused him 
to adhere to the old systems. It was cowaruly to 
hold back from the investigation of the great ques- 
tions of The day. Truth could not die; only error 
could perish by investigation. The Christian re- 
ligion implied the supremacy of religion. The 
only dark spots on the map of Christianity to-day 
were where thought had beensuppressed. This was 
a legacy of the Dark Ages, and Dr. Draper was 
absurd in r ey to fasten on to-day 
the foliies 0 the Madisval times. 
Hume and other infidels had discredited 
the miracles which were reported in the Bible, 
but sufficient proof of their occurrence lav in the 
fact that nobody had ventured to deny them uniil 
300 years after Christ, and the people who wit- 
nessed them were gone from earth. Modern sci- 
ence had failed utterly te disprove the miracles. 
The speaker claimed that there could not be voli- 
tion without a cause, and hence there must have 
been a God to set the mundane ball rolling. If, 
then, that were conceded, war it not evident that 
God, ‘who had set the earth in motion, could stop 
it at His pleasure? Could He not perform mira- 
cles? The most important phenomena of Chris- 
tianity to-day were the living examples of the 
power of Christ's religion, If any system of re- 
ligion or science possessed an abundance of logical 
facta, it was Christianity. The Christians in 
this world receivea evidence of the blessings to be 
gained in the hereafter. Prayer, it could be 
proved, could be answered. The rationalism oi 
to-day sneered at the idea, but it was certain that 
God did hear and answer the supplications of His 
children. Modern science had not deen able to 
make a single change in the original claims of 
Christianity, but Christianity had itself been lop- 
ping off the externals tagged on by false philoso- 
phers. On the other hand, there never was a 
science which did not undergo a continual change. 

The Rev. Mr. Van Horn spoke at5 o'clock on 
The High Priest, describing the insignia and 
work of the Jewish high priests. 

In the evening, Mr. B. F. Jacobs gave an ad- 
dress on Institutions of the Bible.’

BLANKET SALE. 

New York, July 23.—An important auction 
sale of 6,000 cases blankets, carriage robes, lap 
robes, and horse-blankets took place to-day. 
The goods were the production of the Clinton 
Milis Company, the Norwich Woolen Company, 
the Waumbeck Company, the Winthrop Mills 
Company, and the Murray Plains Company, 
and included all sizes and qualities from the 
lowest to the highest grades, forming the 
largest assortment of blankets ever offered at 
auction. At least 600 persons were present, 
representing some of the largest dry-goods 
houses in the country. The sale was per- 
emptery on credit of four months. The 
sale of blankets began with the bid of $1.25 a 
pair, which quickly rose to 81.2 per pair, 
at which price thé first nineteen cases were 
sold. Blankets of the Clinton Mills Company 
sold from 81.4214 to $8.10, according to quality, 
the latter price being for 13-4 fancy border. The 
goods produced by the Norwich Woolen Company 
brought from $2.50 to $4.05 per pair. Waum- 
beck Company's goods sold at from $1.82 to 
$3.38, and the Winthrop Milis blankets at from 
$1.50 to $1.66. 

Goods of the Norway Plains Company brought 
all the way from $1. to $5. according to 
quality. Lap-robes soid from $1.30 to $2.90, 
and horse-covers 61.15 to $3.55. The goods 
were well distributed, and, although in some 
instances the prices ranged somewhat low, yet 
as a whole the sale may be said to be good. 

The gross amount sold is estimated between 
$1,000,000 and $1,200,000. 


THAT EXTRADITION CASE, 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 


Dus Moin, Ia., July 25.—In the extradition 


case of Jones and Atkinson, Davenport, notic- 
ed a few days since, where the defendants were 
arrested on an indictment of a Massachusetts 
Grand Jury for fraud, a bearing under a writ 
of habeas corpas was had before Judge Rich- 
man, at Davenport, and the defendants releas- 
ed,—the Judge holding that while, under a fic- 
tion of law, the parties might be presumed 
constructively present in Massachusetts tor the 
purpose of indictment, yet, inasmuch as one 
of them had never been in Massachusetts, and 
the other not W ithiu thirteen years, it could not 
be saidin law, or good sense, that they were 
constructively present so as to be fugitives 
from justice, or as haying fled the State. The 
case will go to the Supreme Court. Iu all the 
decisions so far, the real merits of the question 
have not been decided: whether an acquittal in 
this State of an affense committed in Massachu- 


setts is any bar to an action in that State; or 


whether thelaw of offenses and indictments in 
Massachusetts is binding in Lowa.
